It's not very often that the genres of punk rock, country, and bluegrass cross 
paths, but The Whiskey Gentry has managed to fuse the three together to defy 
current music trends.This six-piece group will make your toes tap as you throw 
back some whiskey and do-si-do to punk inspired drums, five-string banjo, fiddle, and 
vocals full of raw emotion and fire. 

Their self-titled debut EP is circulating and the group is performing regularly at 
crowded venues across the Southeast. The Whiskey Gentry is solidifying their niche and 
gaining new fans at every show. With influences ranging from Hank Williams to Social 
Distortion, they offer a wide appeal to the Southern scene. Earlier this year they were 
named "Best of What's Next" by Decatur's Paste Magazine. 

Frontwoman Lauren Staley took some time out of her busy schedule to talk with 
us about her love of music and the band that has become her second family. 



Your sound is atypical of the Atlanta rock scene. How have music 
lovers responded to your country, bluegrass foundation? 

I think people have responded well to our sound. The country/bluegrass foundation 
is different, so I think it interests people and encourages them to listen and see what 
we're all about. 

How do you incorporate punk into your traditional southern twang? 

Jason, Price, and Sammy all grew up playing in punk bands, and they definitely bring 
the punk elements to our band. I think the drums really add to that. Price keeps a pretty 
up-tempo, hard-hitting beat behind a more traditional Southern front. 

What musicians are The Whiskey Gentry influenced by 
the most? 

We have a pretty wide range of answers to this question, being that we all came 
from very different musical backgrounds. Like I said before, Jason, Price, and Sammy all 
grew up listening to and playing punk, but they all enjoyed other genres as well. Sammy 
has a tattoo of Elvis Presley's face tattooed on his forearm! Jason's earliest musical influ- 
ences came from old country classics that his grandfather used to play in a country 
band in Tennessee. People like Hank Williams Sr., Johnny Cash, and Dolly Parton. Chesley 
started playing banjo at 1 5 and brings the more traditional bluegrass influences into the 
mix. As for myself, I grew up listening to old country, underwent a weird transition to 
listening to loads of British bands in high school, and then returned to Southern roots in 
my early twenties with bands like Ryan Adams, Wilco, and my favorite female singer, 
Loretta Lynn. 



You play both originals and covers. 
Any songs you've been requested to 
play but had to decline, such as 
"Freebird"? 

If and when people ask for covers it's typically 
songs within our genre, stuff like "Folsom Prison 
Blues" or traditional bluegrass tunes. I have heard 
people yell out "Freebird" before, but we tend not 
to acknowledge that comment. Most people don't 
want to hear that long ass song anyways. 

What can we expect to see from 
The Whiskey Gentry leading into 201 I? 

We're playing a massive Holiday show on 
Dec. 4th at The Buckhead Theatre with the 
Packway Handle Band and Blair Crimmins and 
the Hookers. After that, we plan on recording 
our first full-length album in the beginning of 
20 1 I . Each year keeps getting better and better 
for us, so I'm looking forward to the next.

I have to mention the movie 
Natural Born Killers when writ- 
ing about Jason and the 
Punknecks because I can't listen to their 
music without imagining a drunken, 
drug-laden, cross-country adventure. If 
you replaced Mickey and Mallory Knox's 
guns and knives with guitars and micro- 
phones you would have Jason and Polly 
Punkneck. Instead of literally killing peo- 
ple, though, they are slaying fans across 
the U.S. with their one-of-a-kind 
Punkneck music. Gritty, punk and legit to 
the core, Jason and the Punknecks com- 
bine honky-tonk bluegrass and punk 
rock to make a Southern, backwoods 
moonshine blend guaranteed to fuck you 
up! Currently residing in Nashville, Tenn. 
their musical and mystical journey began 
in Hollywood, Calif, and has zig-zagged a 
fiery, scorched trail from coast to coast. 

Founded by Jason Punkneck him- 
self, Jason and the Punknecks came 
together in 2003. After setting a record 
on Ripley's Believe It or Not! (Episode 
316) for flesh suspensions in Las Vegas, 
Nev. Jason got a job offer at a tattoo 
shop in Los Angeles, Calif. Jason began 
playing his alternative punk-country 
music outside of his shop on Hollywood 
Blvd. There he met Polly, a girl destined 
to be a Punkneck. She was a Kansas girl 
with a penchant for alternative folk- 
bluegrass music. They came together and 
played locally in Hollywood and Los 
Angeles for a year before taking their 
show on the road. After a short time on 
tour, Jason and the Punknecks came out 
with their first album, Outlaw Cuntry. This 
proved to be an outlaw album with its 
controversial cover and raw music. 

Jason and the Punknecks went on 
to travel across America for three-and- 




a-half years solid. Evolving their sound and live show, Jason picked up the mandolin, 
and Polly took up the guitar instead of just singing. In 2008, after many bootlegged 
albums, The Punknecks came out with their second album, Love Us or Hate Us: 
Hillbilly Rock N' Roll. Jason and the Punknecks continue to tour and play almost daily. 
This band is unforgettable, and their music blends the best of the Blues sound with 
the raw power of punk rock making a sound truly their own - Punkneck! The new 
Punkneck album, Drinkin' Druggin' Jesus, is a gritty drive down debauchery lane and is 
to be followed by a new EP, One Shot One Kill. Also look for Polly Punkneck's first 
album, Hot, Cute, & Country. The original Outlaw Cuntry and other current releases 
are available online or at their shows.

This year's most impressive and popular artist 
seemed to be Saitama's Horimyo who always had a 
crowd around his booth whether he was stretching, 
drawing a design, or just hanging out chatting with 
friends and colleagues. Horimyo specializes in 
"wabori," a traditional Japanese motif. These tattoos 
are done completely by hand, a traditional Japanese 
method called Tebori. Horimyo is very graceful and 
patient while he tattoos his subjects who endure a 
little more pain than the traditional electric needle 
machine. The pain is worth the reward of a beautiful 
piece of art with bright colors.

Vic has recently been on tour with the Rockstar Energy 
Mayhem Festival. Over the last six years he's travelled back and 
forth across the country tattooing some of the more fortunate 
people who play in bands for a living. This is how he got there. 




What initially attracted you to art as a profession? 

I grew up drawing and it always appealed to me. I wasn't really 
interested in school other than art-based classes. Some pretty seri- 
ous drawings of army tanks, band labels and skulls graced the covers 
my Math and English books.The week after my eighteenth birthday 
someone tried to persuade me to purchase a tattoo machine — an 
offer which I declined at the time. Interestingly enough, the follow- 
ing day a good friend, without knowing about the machine offer, 
asked if I would tattoo him. After I'd informed my friend about the 
proposed sale of yesterday's machine, he then persuaded me to 
make the purchase. So I bought the machine for $100 and it kind of 
progressed from there. I'm still drawing the occasional skull. The 
canvas has changed, my machines cost a little more, and my art base 
has broadened a little.
